Water 

The  water  supply  within  the 

area  has  been  generally  satisfactory, 

both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Isolated  incidents 

of  low  pressure 

have  occurred  from  time  to  time,  but  these  have  been  of  a  minor 

nature. 

No  contamination  of  supplies  have  occurred  within  the  area. 
Regular  bacteriological  and  chemical  samples  are  taken. 

None  of  the  supplies  are  likely  to  result  in  plumbo-solvent  action. 

Consumption  —  average  domestic  =  32.4  galls/head/day 

trade  =  15.2  galls/head/day 

The  water  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  Supplies 
are  chlorinated  and  the  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

Water  -  Outdoor  Swimming  Pool 

The  pool  was  constructed  in  1934.  The  accommodation 

consists  of  78  dressing  cubicles  with  two  communal  dressing  rooms. 
Foot  baths  and  toilets  are  adjacent.  There  is  also  a  sun  bathing 
lawn,  children’s  paddling  pool  and  playground. 

Water  in  the  open-air  pool  is  filtered  through  a  strainer  at  the 
deep  end.  After  filtration  the  water  is  chemically  dosed  and  passes 
through  2  Bell  Bros.  Sand  Filters  which  ensure  a  complete  change 
of  water  every  six  hours. 

From  the  filters,  after  being  chlorinated,  the  water  re-enters 
the  pool,  via  the  fountain  at  the  shallow  end. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Crankley  Point  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  now  virtually 
completed  after  total  re-construction.  Plant  includes  settling  bio 
filters,  aeration  tanks,  heated  sludge  digestion  and  drying  beds. 

Sewerage  Beacon  Hill/Hill  View  Avenue  Area 

Investigations  carried  out  during  year  and  proposals  to  alleviate 
flooding  and  satisfy  future  development  are  being  formulated  for 
execution  possibly  later  in  year  1970/71. 

Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  collection  vehicles  of  the  continuous  loading  type  are 
now  in  operation. 

Enquiries  being  made  on  methods  of  disposal  of  refuse  to  be 
brought  into  operation  when  tipping  at  Beacon  Hill  is  completed  in 
about  eighteen  month's  time.

Housing  and  Public  Health 

During  the  year  the  staff  of  the  department  have  investigated 
320  complaints,  the  majority  of  these  being  matters  concerning 
Housing  defects.  Demolition  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  8 
houses,  and  29  houses  were  demolished.  During  the  year  a  Clearance 
Order  was  made  involving  12  houses  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  only  one  occupier  remains  to  be  rehoused.  Towards  the  end 
of  the  year,  steps  were  being  taken  to  implement  the  Housing  Act 
1969,  unfortunately  due  to  staffing  difficulties  little  progress  has 
been  made  in  this  direction. 


Atmospheric  Pollution 

There  have  been  few  complaints  due  to  industrial  installations. 
It  has  been  necessary  to  discuss  problems  of  smoke  and  fume 
emission  with  the  managements  of  2  industrial  concerns  and  some 
progress  has  been  made  in  alleviating  the  troubles. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to  the  purchase 
and  operation  of  apparatus  to  record  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
in  the  atmosphere.  This  was  installed  at  the  beginning  of  the  present 
year  and  will  provide  more  accurate  information  as  to  state  of  the  air 
around  us. 

1970  will  be  European  Conservation  Year  when  attention  will 
be  directed  particularly  to  problems  of  the  environment.  Part  of 
the  aim  is  “to  help  the  Citizens  in  Europe  to  understand  the  better 
issues  at  stake  and  support  measures  to  deal  with  them.”  It  is  of  the 
utmost  importance  that  individuals  recognise  that  they,  as  well  as 
Local  Authorities,  industry  and  almost  every  other  organisation 
should  play  their  part  in  the  work  of  improving  the  environment. 


Food  and  Food  Inspection 

The  work  of  the  department  in  this  field  has  been  continued  with 
inspections  of  all  kinds  of  food  premises.  The  growth  of  self  service 
shops  has  resulted  in  much  more  pre-packing  of  food  stuffs,  partic¬ 
ularly  meat  and  meat  products,  dairy  products  such  as  cheese,  and 
this  has  been  a  great  improvement,  on  the  other  hand  the  storage  and 
“shelf  life"  of  perishable  pre-packed  foods  needs  careful  watching. 

Complaints  made  to  the  department  in  connection  with  food 
were  varied  and  fairly  numerous.  The  most  common  complaints 
were  in  connection  with  mould  in  foods  during  the  warm  weather, 
and  it  is  important  that  retailers  should  ensure  a  rapid  turnover  of 
foods  such  as  meat  pies,  sausage  rolls,  sausages  and  similar  products. 
Housewives  also  should  take  great  care  in  the  storage  of  such  foods 
especially  during  warm  weather.  The  Council  authorised  legal 
proceedings  in  a  number  of  cases,  details  of  which  are  given  on  page 
21. 
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Pest  Control 

The  work  of  treating  premises  for  infestation  by  vermin  has 
continued.  As  well  as  houses,  shops  and  business  premises,  a 
number  of  commercial  properties  are  treated  regularly  under  con¬ 
tract,  necessitating  regular  visits  with  treatment.  Test  baiting  of 
sewers  was  carried  out  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  with  quite  pleasing 
results. 

Prompt  attention  is  given  to  complaints  of  rat  or  mice  infesta¬ 
tion  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  there  is  willing  co-operation  from 
occupiers  with  the  result  that  treatment  is  carried  out  before  a 
serious  infestation  can  occur. 

Houses  were  treated  for  insect  pests  in  37  cases,  the  most  popular 
insect  being  the  ant  which  not  unnaturally  takes  up  residence  near 
fire  places  or  in  larders.  The  use  of  a  good  insecticide  spray  or 
powder  is  normally  sufficient  to  deal  with  these  pests  which  although 
very  small  can  be  a  very  real  nuisance. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

During  the  year  routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  the  Act,  and  the  total  number  of  visits  corresponds 
favourably  with  those  of  previous  years.  Many  of  the  premises 
subject  to  inspection  under  this  Act  are  visited  by  Public  Health 
Inspectors  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  other  legislation 
and  opportunity  is  taken  to  combine  inspections. 

When  the  Act  just  came  into  operation  the  first  task  was  to 
ensure  that  all  the  premises  were  registered  as  required.  Following 
this,  general  inspection  was  made  and  the  occupiers  notified  in 
writing  where  the  requirements  of  the  Act  were  not  complied  with. 

As  new  premises  are  opened,  visits  are  made  to  ensure  that  regis¬ 
trations  are  up  to  date,  and  inspections  made.  During  the  past 
year,  efforts  have  been  made  to  re-inspect  those  premises  which  have 
received  a  general  inspection  and  to  ensure  that  the  Act,  is  being 
complied  with. 


General 

Before  the  end  of  the  year  the  work  in  the  department  was 
severely  restricted,  first,  because  of  the  illness  of  Mr.  Clarke  who  has 
for  several  years  diligently  carried  out  the  work  of  meat  inspection 
at  the  slaughterhouse,  and  secondly  because  Mr.  Overton  left  the 
department  to  take  up  a  new  appointment.  Mr.  Clarke  was  fortu¬ 
nately  able  to  resume  his  work  in  May  this  year.  On  the  other  hand 
it  has  not  so  far  been  possible  to  appoint  an  additional  inspector, 
with  the  result  that  there  is  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  department. 

One  hopes  this  will  be  remedied  in  the  near  future  but  prospects 
are  not  good.

Ambulance  Facilities 

There  are  no  Ambulance  Stations  situated  within  the  Rural 
District,  and  the  ambulance  requirements  of  the  area  are  met  in 
the  main  by  vehicles  operating  from  Stations  in  adjacent  areas 
Newark,  Carlton  and  Mansfield. 


Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  throughout  the  area  where  service  is  required  owing  to  the 
presence  in  the  household  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an 
expectant  mother,  mentally  ill,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory 
school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday, 
and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 
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In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households 
of  old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above 
duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  6s.  6d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s 
Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied.

Nottinghamshire  Water  Board  which  commenced  operations  in 
October,  1963. 


Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  swimming  baths  at  Southwell,  the  Scout  Camp  at 
Walesby  and  the  Dukeries  Comprehensive  School,  Ollerton  -  1 1 
samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  Council  empty  each  cesspool  in  the  Parish  of  Blidworth 
once  a  year  or  on  request,  whichever  is  the  less  frequent,  and  during 
1969  emptyings  were  carried  out  by  a  Contractor  employed  by  the 
Council.  As  each  property  is  connected  to  the  sewer  the  service 
will  automatically  be  terminated.  There  are  certain  properties  in 
Blidworth  Parish  that  are  not  within  reach  of  the  sewer  and  these 
will  continue  to  have  the  annual  emptying. 
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The  following  information  has  very  kindly  been  supplied  by 
Mr.  K.  Dyson  the  Engineer. 

During  1969  work  continued  on  the  Southwell  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  and  also  on  the  reconstruction  of  the 
Boughton  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Although  the  contract  for  the  Blidworth/Rainworth  and 
Ravenshead  Sewerage  Scheme  was  not  entirely  completed  during 
1969  the  sewers  in  the  Ravenshead  area  were  brought  into 
commission. 

During  1970  progress  on  various  schemes  has  been  as  follows 

Southwell  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme.  Disposal 
Works  brought  into  operation  and  sewer  laying  virtually  complete. 

Storm  water  scheme  to  alleviate  flooding  in  the  Lower  Kirkling- 
ton  Road  area,  work  in  progress. 

Boughton  Sewage  Disposal  Works  extensions  completed. 

Wellow  Sewerage  Scheme,  work  nearing  completion  on  the 
laying  of  sewers  and  the  installation  of  new  pumping  plant  at  the 
Newark  Road  Pumping  Station. 

It  is  anticipated  that  work  will  start  this  year  on  the  Walesby 
Sewerage  Scheme  and  subject  to  Council  approval  the  dyke  at  Laxton 
should  be  piped  in. 

Work  has  also  commenced  on  the  provision  of  septic  tank 
drainage  to  the  Council  Houses  at  Kirklington. 

Schemes  in  preparation  are  as  follows  : — 

The  Maun  Valley  Joint  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 

This  will  entail  the  reconstruction  of  the  Edwinstowe  Works  to 
serve  Edwinstowe,  Clipstone  and  parts  of  Mansfield  Woodhouse 
and  will  also  include  the  relaying  of  certain  lengths  of  trunk  sewer. 

The  South  Eastern  Area  Sewerage  Scheme  which  is  intended 
to  serve  the  parishes  of  Thurgarton,  Bleasby,  Fiskerton-cum-Morton, 
Rolleston  and  Upton  is  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  who  are  now  awaiting  further  information  from  this 
Council  regarding  farm  waste. 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  design  of  a  scheme  to  extend  the 
Farnsfield  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  the  relaying  of  sewers  in  Halam 
and  the  provision  of  main  drainage  in  Kirklington.  A  scheme  is 
being  considered  by  the  Council  for  the  provision  of  new  foul  and 
surface  water  sewers  to  improve  the  drainage  system  in  the  Central 
part  of  Southwell  in  view  of  the  redevelopment  of  the  central  area 
which  will  include  the  provision  of  addition  parking  facilities  and 
therefore  large  impermeable  areas. 

The  number  of  house  connections  inspected  and  tested  in  the 
Ravenshead  area  is  274  up  to  31st  December,  1969. 


Public  Cleansing 

Dry  refuse  is  collected  at  approximately  7/9  days  intervals  and 
pails  weekly  throughout  the  District. 

The  Council  have  tips  in  the  following  parishes:

Improvements  to  Closet  Accommodation 

8  Pail  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets.  A  grant  of  £25 
or  half  the  cost  (whichever  is  the  less)  is  made  in  respect  of  each  pail 
converted.
